ed. 
The news of his death was re-

Bretz had just completed extensive 
repairs to^ his property on South 
Richard"Street and spent much of his 
leisure time there. 


Deceased was a native of Newport,

Cabinet Passes Away. 


John G. Carlisle, former Secretary 


of the Treasury, died at his apart- 
ments in New York at 30:50 o'clock 
Sunday night of heart failure, accom- 
panied by oedema of the lungs. 


JOHN G. CARLISLE 


John G. Carlisle had ceased to be a 


national figure long ago, but for 
many years of his life he commanded 
public attention throughout the coun- 
try by reason of his service at Wash- 
ington in the House and Senate, and 
finally in the cabinet, where he was 
Secretary of the Treasury in Presi- 
dent Cleveland's second term. 


He was the son of a farmer and 


was born on September 5, 1835, in 
Campbell, Kenton County, Ky. 
He 


went to the common schools and 
studied at home after driving the 
plough; then he taught school, and 
at his leisure studied law. He remov- 
ed to Covington, Ky., and became a 
clerk in the law office of Governor J. 
W. Stevenson, and was admitted to 
the bar when he was 23 years old. 


The next year he was elected to the 


lower house of the Kentucky Legisla- 
ture, where he served four terms. In 
1868 he was elected to the State Sen- 
ate. 
He was Lieutenant Governor 


of Kentucky from 1S71 to 1875. His 
state sent him to the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the forty-fifth Con- 
gress. 
In the forty-eighth Congress 


Carlisle ousted Randall as speaker 
and became speaker himself. 


After the death of Senator Beck, 


Mr. Carlisle was elected United States 
Senator. 
His power was so great 


that it was supposed that in all prob- 
ability Kentucky would keep him in 
the Senate until his death. After the 
convention of 1892 he accepted the 
Treasury portfolio offered 
by Mr. 


Cleveland.

Concerning Vegetables

boiling water. 


That salt should be added when

freshness. 


That every green vegetable should 


be cooked rapidly, and uncovered to 
retain its color. 


That if the water is very hard, a, 


tiny bit of soda added, no larger 
than a pea, will make the vegetables 
cooked in it tender and of better col- 
or. Ordinary water does not require 
such addition. 


That when soft water is used the 


salt must be in fiom the first, to pre- 
vent loss of flavor and substance. 


That cooking a \egetable after it 


is done toughens, darkens and de- 
tracts from us flavor 


That the best dressing foi vegeta- 


bles at their perfection is butter, pep- 
per and salt—cauliflower and, pei- 
haps, asparagus e\cepted.

AlFAfcFA IN BEDFORD COUNTS 


Valuable Information on This Subjec 


Given by A. B. Boss. 


There are a number of things nee 


essary to insure a good stand o 
alfalfa; and failure is usually causec 
by the lack of one or more of them 
They are 1, good drainage; 2, humus 
to hold the moisture; 3, a well pre- 
pared seed bed; 4, lime; 5, inocula 
tion; 6, clear ground; no nurse crop 
and no shade. 
Observations mad 


from over thirty seedings have shown 
the causes of failures and successes 


Good drainage means that then 


must be no hard-pan subsoil 'and no 
permanent water level closer to the 
surface than 3% feet. 
Clay that is 


mixed with sand and slates that are 
tilted and rather rotten are not hard 
pans. 


Humus to hold the moisture is ah 


solutely necessary. 
The plant takes 


its food dissolved in water; if the 
ground bakes for lack of humus an( 
the moisture leaves, the plant wil 
certainly be damaged and finally die 


The seed bed ought to be prepared 


as thoroughly as the seed bed for 
wheat, plowed, and then promptly 
dragged or rolled, and then harrowed 
the same day to save moisture. 
Re- 


peated harrowings to save moisture 
to make the seed bed firm underneatl 
and loose on top, and to get rid of the 
weeds should be given. 


Lame is of prime necessity. With 


it the nitrogen-gathering bacteria 
thrive; 
without it they do not 


Thirty-five to fifty bushels to the acri 
of stone lime, previously air slaked 
and thoroughly harrowed in, ahoulc 
be used. To fail in this is to cour 
disaster. 


Inoculation. 
It is probable tha' 


nine-tenths of the total or partia 
failures of alfalfa in Bedford County 
are due to lack of inoculation. The 
bacteria on the roots are absolutely 
necessary to the healthy condition of 
the plant. 
A number of fields ex- 


amined show yellow, sickly growth 
except in spots, where a rich green 
and vigorous growth appear; always 
these spots show inoculation and the 
yellow spots do not. 


Inoculation is a very simple mat- 


ter. 
The cultures are furnished by 


the Department of Agriculture, ai 
Washington, upon application. I wil 
be glad to send cultures to anyone 
intending to sow alfalfa, atr any time 
if a week or ten days before the time 
fixed for seeding I am notified of the 
fact that cultures are wanted. Pull 
directions how to use the cultures 
•will be sent, also. 
An extra supply 


is usually on hand at Schellsburg, 
ready to send out to cover any urgent 
need, but it is better to write a week 
or so in advance. 


Clear Ground, clear of weeds, in 


the first place, and clear of shade and 
of nurse crop, is the only safe ground 
for alfalfa. 
Invariably nurse crops 


used here have badly injured the 
alfalfa. 
We have tried oats, wheat 


and beardless barley, to make sure 
about it, and every place where 
shaded the alfalfa shows clear in- 
jury. 


The crop is worth fighting for and 


working for. If you are seeding this 
fall try to make certain of a stand by 
not neglecting any of the six points 
above stated.

"Essays," nor Descartes in building

It is here that the specula- 
tive philosopher's labor and pleasure 
end. But he who speculates in order 
to act, goes on and carries his scheme 
into execution.

The execution, in- 
deed, is often traversed by unforseen 
and untoward circumstances, by the 
perverseness and treachery of ene- 
mies; but the first and last of these 
animate, and the docility and fidelity 
of some men make amends for the 
perverseness and treachery of others. 
Whilst a great event is in suspense, 
the action warms, and the very sus- 
pense, made up of hope and fear, 
maintains no unpleasant agitation in 
the mind.

ure proportionable to the good he 
has done—a pleasure like of that 
which is attributed to the Supreme 
Being on a survey of his works. If 
the event is decided otherwise, and 
usurping courts or overbearing par- 
ties prevail, such a man has still the 
testimony of his conscience, and M

HOURS OP SLEEP 


Pillows Unnecessary and Often May 


Be Harmful. 


There is an old saying which in its 


too literal application has done an 
infinity of mischief and has prevented 
a good many people taking the rest 
that is needful to them: "Nine hours' 
sleep are enough for a fool." That is 
as it may be, but it is none the less 
true that many who are by no means 
fools feel that they require quite that 
time to recuperate themselves. Dif- 
ferent constitutions require different 
amounts of sleep. 
What is enough 


for one person is totally inadequate 
for another, says Health. 
We ar-e 


believers in sleep, and plenty of it, 
and the probabilities are that the 
originator of the phrase, "Nine hours' 
sleep are enough for a fool," was a 
philosopher and a cynic, and erred in 
making his own frugality in this re- 
spect, the standard for the rest of 
mankind. 


It will be conceded by all thought- 


ful persons that the brain in very 
yeung children requires 
quite 12 


hours' sleep, and this period Is short* 
ened gradually until at 14 years of 
age a boy is found to need only 10 
hours. When full grown and In good 
health a main may find that eight 
hours are quite sufficient to render 
him thoroughly refreshed and invig* 
orated; but if he finds, on the other 
hand, that the period is not sufficient, 
then by all means, if he can, let him 
take more. 


Use of Pillows 


"Pillows are little more than a fad 


and a rather harmful one at that," 
said a Germantown doctor. 
"They 


should, indeed, only he used by those 
who sleep on their sides, as they are 
really injurious to others. When you 
sleep on your side your shoulder pre- 
vents your head from lying level on 
the bed, and pillows are useful to 
raise the head to this level. 


"The natural and most healthful 


position for the ordinary person in 
sleeping is for one's head to be kept 
perfectly even, just as it would be 
standing up. Now, for the one who 
lies on his back while sleeping no pil- 
low is needed to keep the head in 
this position, and yet 99 per cent of 
the persons who sleep on their backs 
use pillows , while those who sleep oa 
their sides use far more pillow than 
is necessary. 


"People get used to having their 


heads and shoulders propped high up 
and imagine they could not sleep any 
other way; but, as a matter of fact, 
if they would try sleeping with little 
or no pillow they would not only find 
that they would feel better in the 
moi mag, but also would actually be 
more comfortable in bed and sleep 
much sounder (.hioughout the night."

* Portland, Me., August 1, 1910. 
'Editor Gazette:—1 am writing tins 


letter to your readers, not because I 


, fancy that I am able to write an in- 


teresting letter but because I have 
been traveling through a very inter- 
esting country—beautiful old New- 
England. 


During the past three or four 


weeks I have been in Massachusetts, 
Connecticut, 
New Hampshire 
and 


Maine. 


The 
traveler 
in 
New England 


'"notices instantly a great difference 
between this section and Pennsylva- 
nia and the other Middle Atlantic 
stares. 
He is surprised to find so 


many beautiful villages with well- 
kept lawns and no fences, each with 
its town hall, public square and 
statue; the Yankees are nothing if 
not patriotic! 


A number of the cities and towns 


'Of Massachusetts were visited, among 
the larger being Springfield, Worces- 
ter and Boston. 


The National Educational Associa- 


tion met in Boston this year. Of 
course the place was crowded. 
It 


was somewhat difficult to secure hotel 
accommodations. 
School 
teachers 


from all parts of the United States 
were here. 
The "school marms" 


were decidedly in the majority and 
they certainly were very much in evi- 
dence! Some of them had never been 
east before, and of course they tried 
to see all the sights worth seeing. 
' Judging by the way they hurried and 


bjt the expressions upon their faces, I 


" don't think they missed anything. 


Boston has a very good trolley sys- 
tem, also an excellent subway. Among 
"•the smaller towns, I visited Beverly, 
the summer home of President Taft; 
Lynn, the town which made Lydia E. 
Pinkham famous or vice versa, I am 
not sure which; Salem, which every 
school boy knows was the scene of 
the "Salem Witchcraft." 


After leaving Massachusetts the 


next place visited was Portsmouth, N. 
H." Portsmouth has an excellent har- 
bor, and fish industries are carried 
on extensively here. 
From here 


northward the principal business of 
-the coast towns is fishing. 
""Shore 


dinners," as they are popularly call- 
ed, may be gotten anywhere. 
Sea 


crabs, lobsters, cod, etc., are seen 
everywhere. 
The old fishermen all 


*say the^lobsters are becoming scarcer 
every year?' They now number the 
catch by dozens instead of barrels. 
The prevailing price would lead you 
to believe the fishermen. 


Everywhere in the State of Maine 


are found evidences of the Yankee 
thrift and ingenuity. 
In the country 


the houses and barns are substantial 
and well cared for, being usually 
painted in white and green; all the 
buildings are grouped together. Next 
to the house is the wood shed, then 
the wagon shed, and last of all the 
barn. The Maine farmer can go from 
his house to the barn without going 
into the open, which is a decided ad- 
vantage in winter when the snow is 
several feet deep and the weather in- 
tensely cold.

We have but one lesson in this tor- 


reaching chapter which also looks on 
to the kingdom, when the twelve apos- 
tles shall sit on twelve thrones Judging 
the twelve tribes of Israel (verse 28). 
According to the 
harmony, 
tbere 


should come in the sequence of events 
between the last lesson and this one 
the whole of Lnka x to xvil and John 
vil to xi, but the opening verses of our 
chapter give a suggestive summary if 
taken in connection with Mark r. 1, 
"Great multitudes followed Him, and 
He healed them there; and as He was 
wont He taught them again." He was 
ever teaching them of the kingdom 
and showing 'them by His healing all 
manner of disease something of the 
nature of a kingdom in which the in- 
habitant shall not say, I am sick, and 
the people that dwell therein shall be 
forgiven their iniquity (Isa. xxxill, 24). 
Christendom of today, however, has 
no more use for -kingdom teaching than 
it has for our Lord's teaching oa di- 
vorce (verses 3-12), and can this be 
wondered at wien from so many pul-' 
pits it Is declared that there never was 
a literal A4am and Eve. completely 
setting aside the Adam and Eve facts 
as stated by cfar Lord in verses 4, 5. 
Why profess to honor Jesus' even as a 
good man- and set aside His plain 
teaching as if He knew nothing? Sure- 
ly this evil age must be fast drawing 
to a close, and the kingdom must be 
drawing nigh. Will you be there? 


From the story of the little children 


onward this lesson la also found in 
Mark x and Luke iviii, and it is the 
first lesson since that on the transfig- 
uration which 1* recorded by the three. 
To see the force of this we inust con- 
sider what we have just noted'con- 
cerning the large portion recorded only 
by Luke and John. In a very recent 
lesson we had %ome teaching concern- 
ing the children., but now we have a 
contrast in tae little children and the 
rich.;young ruler between such as en- 
ter Ifce kingdom and such as cannot. 
They brought these little ones—in 
Luke they are called infants—that He 
might put His hands on them and 
pray. The apostles are so out of har- 
mony with the mind of Christ that 
they, actually 
rebuke 
those 
who, 


brought them; Jesus was much dls-'' 
pleased and uttered the memorable 
worda which have ever since been a 
comftirt to multitudes of mothers' 
hearts, "Suffer the little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, for 
of such is the kingdom of God." "And 
He took them up in His arms, put His 
hands 'upon them and blessed them" 
(Mark x, 14, 16). 1 like to associate, 
with this act and these words of His 
the words of Zech. viii. 5, "The streets 
of the city shall be full of boys and 
girls playing in the streets thereof." 
For, while that refers to Jerusalem on 
earth when it shall have become a 
holy city, is it not true that all true 
earthly joy is but a faint suggestion 
of the joys of the kingdom? Receive 
His word, receive Himself, as simply 
and unquestioningly as a little child. 


Now mark the contrast. 
Here is a 


young man, a ruler, very rich, having 
great possessions, morally very good, 
for he thought he had kept the com- 
mandments from his youth up, and 
certainly very earnest, for he came 
running and- kneeled to Jesus with bis 
question, "Good Master, what good 
thing shall I do that 1 may have Ptpr- 


j nal life?" That he might see himself 


I and his real need the Lord set before 
him the commandments, for the inten- 
tion of the Saw is to bring us all in 
guilty before God (Rom. iii, 19> that 
we. seeing our guilt and our helpless- 
ness, may be willing to be justified 
freely by His grace. 
The law ns a 


whole not seeming to affect him. for 
in his self righteousness he fancied be 
had kept all, our Lord brought him 
face to face with the first one, "Thou 
shnlt have uo other gods before Me," 
by suggesting that he give all that ho 
had to the poor and thus transfer his 
treasure to heaven, then die to self 
and follow Jesus, for, as one has said. 
"He who bears his cross is on his way 
to his execution." That ended the in- 
terview, and he went away sorrowful.
